He Se- 
cured the passage of the so-called rate 
bill, designed more effectively to re- 
strain excessive and fix reasonable 
rates, and to punish secret rebates and 
discriminations which had been general 
in the practice of the railroads, ana 
which had done much to enable unlaw- 
ful trusts to drive out of business their 
competitors. It secured much closer 
supervision of railway transactions and 
brought within the operation of the 
same statute express cqmpanies, sleep- 
ing car companies, fast freight and re- 
frigerator lines, terminal railroads and 
pipelines, and forbade in future the 
combination of the transportation and 
shipping business under one contro! in 
order to avoid undue discrimination. 


Next Administration Must Not Un- 
daly Interfere With Business.

He referred to the president's recom- 
mendation of anamendment to the Hep- 
burn law granting immunity from pros- 
ecution to companies which would vol- 
untarily register with and submit to 
publicity regulations fixed by the de- 
partment of commerce and labor. 

He opposes the democratic platform 
plan of having companies controlling 
25 per cent of the product in whicn 
they deal, take out a federal] license. 


Application of Anti-Trust Law. 


He refers to the danger under recent 
rulings of the supreme court, of the 
Sherman anti-trust law peing construed 
to apply to casés not contemplated by the 
framers of the law.

“This declaration is disingenuous. It 
seems to have been  tlooeely drawn, 
with the especial purpose of rendering 
susceptible to one interpretation by 
one set of men and to a diamétrically 
opposite interpretation by another. It 
does not aver that injunctiong should 
not issue in industrial disputes, but 
only that they should not tissue merely 
because they are industrial disputés, 
and yet those responsible for the decla- 
ration. must have known that no one 
has ever maintained that the fact that 
a dispute was industrial gave any ba- 
sis for issuing an injunction in refer- 
ence thereto. 

“The declaration seems to be drawn 
in its present vague and ambiguous 
sittape in order to persuade some people 
that it is a declaration against the 
issuing of injunction, In any industrial 
dispute, while at the same time it may 
be possible to explain to the average 
plain citizen who object to class dis- 
tinctions that no such intention exists 
at all. 

“Our position igs clear and wunequivo- 
cal. We are anxious to prevent even 
an appearance of any Injustice to labor 
in the issuance of injunctions, not in 
a spirit of favoritism to one set of our 
fellow citizens, but of justice to all of 
ou, fellow citizens.

It is 
a fundamental rule of general juris- 
prudence that no man shall be affected 
by judicial proceeding without notice 
and hearing. This rule, however, has 
sometimes had an exception in the is- 
suing of temporary restraining orders 
commanding a defendant in effect to 
maintain the status quo until a hear- 
ing. Such a process should issue only 
in rare cases where the threatened 
change of the status quo would inflict 
irreparable injury if time were taken 
to give notice and a summary hearing. 

“The unlawful] injury usual in indus- 
trial disputes, such as I hdve describ- 
ed, does not become formidable except 
after sufficient time in which to give 
the defendants notice and a hearing. 
do not mean to say that there may not 
be cases even in industrial disput¢s 
where restraining order might properly 
be issued without notice, but, general- 
ly, I think it is otherwise. 

“In some state courts, and in fewer 
federal courts, the practice of issuing a 
temporary restraining order without 
notice merely to preserve the status 
quo on the theory that it won’t hurt 
anybody, has been too common. Many 
of us recall that the practice hag been 
pursued in other than industrial dis- 
| putes, as, for instance, in corporate and 
stock controversies, like those over the 
Erie railroad, in which a stay order 
without notice was regarded as a siep 
of great advantage tv the One who se- 
cured it, and a corresponding disad- 
vantage to the one against whom it 
Was secured. Indeed, the chances of 
doing injustice on an ex-parte applica- 
tion are much increased over’ those 
when a hearing is granted, and there 
may be circumstances under which it 
nay affect the defendant to his detri- 
ment. 

“In the case of a lawful strike. the 
sending of a formidable document re- 
Straining a number of defendants from 
doing a great many different thinge 
which the plaintiff avers they are 
threatening to do, often so discour- 
ages tnen always reluctant to go into 
a strike from continuing what is their 
lawful right. This has made the la- 
boring man fee] that an injustice is 
done in the issuing of a writ without 
notice. | conceive that in the treatment 
of this question it is the duty of the 
citizen and the legislator to view the 
subject from the standpoint of the man 
who belleves himself to be unjustly 
treated, as well as from that of the 
community at large. I have suggegted 
the remedy of returning in such cases 
to the original practice under the oid 
statute of the United States and the 
rules in equity ddopted by the supreme 
court, which did not permit the iesu- 
ing of an injunction without notice.”

Voluntary Plan for Guaranty. 


“A plan for a guaranty of deposits 
by the voluntary act of the banks in- 
volved has been favorably reported to 
the house of representatives.

Councilman Huddleston 
Smith if Reynoldstown wasn't the sec- 
tion that called wpon the city police 
nearly every night. This question pro- 
voked laughter and applause. 

Attorney Malvern Hill, who said he 
represented Battle Hill. spoke against 
the annexaion of that town. 

Marcellus Anderson, of Battle Hili, 
spoke for annexation, and said Attorney 
Hill had given the committee a_ very 
great deal of misinformation. He 
claimed that a majority of the citizens 
of Battle Hil] favored annexation. 

Judge George Hillyer spoke against 
extension generally, saying that it 
might unwise at this time to make 
the extension proposed.

He said the reason why 
citizens of Atlanta were not asKed tv 
vote on the question was because the 
only opposition that presented itself 
was by the paid attorneys of corpora- 
tions just outside the city limits.

Witness said he had married Dr. Ham- 
by’s sister last April and now lived at 
Smyrna with his mother-in-law. Dr. 
Hamby does not live there, having sold 
@ farm of 100 acres with standing build- 
ings, which he formerly owned, to Jake 
Moore, his former pattner in business. 

Asked if Jake Moore had ever acted as 
agent for Dr. Hamby, witness recited the 
case of the transfer of 50 convicts from 
Callahan & (o. of Bainbridge referred 
to by Joel Hurt on Monday. Witness 
said Dr. Hamby mentioned one day in 
the office to Jake Moore that he heard 
Callahan & Co. had the convicts to dis- 
pose of and asked him to find out about 
it when he was again in that 
Mr. Moore was in Bainbridge shortly 
afterwards and made inquiries. Witness 
did not know what happened afterwards 
except from statement made by Jake 
Moore upon his return.

abolition of the convict lease system. It 
was largely because he know that Hon. 

R. Pendleton, of Macon, was strongly 
in favor of the abolition of the lease sys- 
tem that he urged that Colonel Pendle- 
ton be made chairman of the committee

“But.” said one of the gentiemen at 
the meeting, ‘‘under the law of the state 
does the governor have the right to in- 
terfere with the prison commission's 
management of the convicts?” 


“The governor of this state,” replied, 


Governor Brown, “has the right—or this 
one will have if he is elected—to see 
that no reproach is brought upon the 
good name of the state—to insist that 
the laws are enforced, and to call the 
attention of any department to any 
shortcomings if the matter is officially 
brought to his attention. 

“And 1 propose,” continued Governor- 
elect Brown, ‘“‘in reference to the man- 
agement of the convicts to satisfy myself 
by examination, and official reperts 
made direct to me as governor, that the 
system under which the convicts of this 
state may be controlled shall be conduct- 
ed on a broadly humane basis. 

A Man—Not a Beast. 


‘A criminal, whatever may have been 
the nature of his crime, is a man and 
not a beast, and every one of them is 
entitled to and shall have under my ada- 
ministration, fair and just treatment. 
When sentenced to hard labor they shall 
perform hard labor, but under civilized 
and humane conditions.” 

“How would you enforce action upon 
the prison commission, if when you 4&- 
certained and reported shortcomings, it 
should refuse to take steps accordingly?” 

‘“r have no fear that any commission 
would dejiberately disregard the law. if 
I should be satisfied that there were 
grievances fo be corrected which the 
commission would not do, I would take 
the matter before the legisiature, or, if 
necessary, before the people. 

“Abelish Lease System First’

Merchants have been buying conserva- 
tively, however, and the effect has been 
a curtailment of wholesale business and 
depression in some lines of manufac- 
turing. 

Stocks of all kinds in the hands of 
dealers have been reduced and with the 
good agricultural] outlook there is rea- 
son to expect a gradual improvement in 
all lines of business. 


GEORGE GOULD ENCOURAGED 
BY OUTLOOK FOR RAILROADS 


New York, July 28—George J. Gould, 
head of the Gould system of railroads, 
on returning from Europe today, said 
that nothing would give him greater 
pleasure than to have E. H. Harriman 
in the directorate of the Gould roads. 
teplying to a question whether Mr, Har- 
riman would become a director of the 
Gould system, Mr. Gould said: 

“I cannot say except that nothing 
would give me greater pleasure than to 
have Mr. Harriman with us. We need all 
the help of able men that we can secute. 
The railroad manager’s lot is not a par- 
ticularty happy one. Some of the dia- 
monds have dropped from our crown.’ 

Concerning his own property, he sald: 

“We are not yet out of the woods.’ 

While business has not yet reached the 
volume of jast year, he added, his roads 
were now doing nearly a normaj bus!i- 
ness. The receiverships of some of his 
roads, he stated, were of a friendly na- 
ture and were designed to keep the 
properties intact and to protect them 
from hostile interests. 

Mr. Gould las much stress upon the 
excellence of crop conditions, which he 
said practically affected the welfare of 
the Gould roads. 

Concerning the Standard Oi] decision, 
Mr. Gould expressed unqualified satis- 
faction. He said: 

‘yy think that marks the turn in she 
business situation. Looking at it from 
the standpointof railroad credit, nothing 
did more to hurt this oredit abroad than 
the huge fine assessed by Judge Landis. 
The foreign investor felt that at any 
time his property might be confiscated 
through no. faalt of his own. Judge 
Grosscupts decision again affirmed the 
the American motto of fair play.”’ 

Mr. Gould added that he thought that 
the one to answer for corporate mie- 
deeds was some individual, not the inno- 
cent stockholders.
